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Gratitude and God 

Perhaps nothing is more essential in life than gratitude. One of the 
first things parents teach children is to say Thank you.' 
Acknowledging a gift is a basic social skill. You cannot relate well 
with others without gratitude. 

The same is true with God. Gratitude is the starting point for a 
relationship with the Lord. Giving thanks is the most basic kind of 
prayer. The psalms offer several examples of praise, or thanks for all 
God has done. Psalm 136 says. 

Give thanks to the Lord for he is good, for his faithful love endures for ever. 

He alone works wonders, for his faithful love endures for ever. 

In wisdom he made the heavens, for his faithful love endures for ever. 

He set the earth firm on the waters, 
for his faithful love endures for ever. 

He made the great lights, for his faithful love endures for ever. 

The sun to rule the day, for his faithful love endures for ever. 

Moon and stars to rule the night, for his faithful love endures for ever. 

At the end of the day, I begin my prayer with a litany of thanks. I 
recall the gifts from God in the beauty of nature, through people I've 
encountered, or how God has spoken through the Scriptures, etc. 
Thanking God is one of the best ways to pray. It helps me recall that 
everything is a gift. 

This week the priests and deacons attended a conference on 
stewardship. Our diocese is planning to work on the lifestyle of 
stewardship over the next several years. A steward is one who 

recognizes that everything is a gift from God. 

I find that many people do not know how to receive the gifts God 
offers. Often, people will say, T don't deserve to be forgiven," or "I 
am not worthy to be loved by God." A steward is one who humbly 
accepts the love God offers. Once you begin to open yourself to 
God's merciful love, then you live with wonder, joy and gratitude. 

We cannot earn God's gifts, but we need to humbly accept them. 

I encourage you to incorporate a litany of thanks in your daily 
prayer. It's simple. Begin by reviewing the actions of your day and 
thinking of how you were gifted through nature, people, an insight as 
you read Scripture, etc. As each gift comes to mind say, name it and 
thank God. For example, "Thank you Lord for the beauty of the 
sunrise." Another way to learn this prayer is to pray Psalms of praise 
or thanks. Gratitude and God go hand in hand.
